sy  stain  of  principles,  you  may  make 
some  improvement ;  you  may  have 
some  kno  wledge  of  b^joks  and  those 
c::icrior  accompli^^hments,  whicn 
arc  very  engaging  in  the  poiite  cir¬ 
cle  ;  but  without  correct  and  fixed 
principles  of  your  ov\n  to  winch  you 
resoiuic’y  adhere,  you  are  on  the 
boisterous  sea,  momentarily  expos¬ 
ed  to  lo^e  whatever  is  most  pre¬ 
cious  and'deur  to  you. 

Ths  temptations  to  which  yemng 
people  are  exposed  are  numerous 
and  vei’V  powerful.  Their  inexpe¬ 
rience  gives  temptation  a  probabili¬ 
ty  of  succeeding  Invaded  on  every 
side,  by  the  solicitation  of  the  charm¬ 
er,  what  grounds  have  they  to  con¬ 
clude  they  shallvanqtiish  the  beset- 
tLnia:  foe,  if  tfiev  have  no  fortress  of 
tneir  own,  if  they  have  no  principles 
to  repel,  the  insidious  foe  ?  To  be 
condescending  and  obliging  to  be 
sure  is  a  mark  of  good  breeding, 
and  a  fruit  of  those  amiable  dispo¬ 
sitions  which  are  an^  ornament  to 
our  nature.  But  there  is  a  point,  a 
boundai  y,  which  is  never  to  be  yield¬ 
ed  to  solicitation  though  c\er  so 
pressing.  The  pidncrpics  formed 
en  rational  grounds,  prir.ciples  at¬ 
tested  by  scripture  and  conscience 
for  their  purity  are  never  to  be  a- 
bandoned'  to  gratify  any  intreaty 
however  importunate.  You  are  net 
insensible,  thattliere  are  people  in 
the  VI Grid  who  are  graceful  in  iJ  eir 
acconiplishnieiits,  and  in-  appear¬ 
ance  Iricndly,  wlioat  the  same  ti.ne 
ti/e  destitute  of  real  priuriplc.  I'o 
persons  of  tuis  de*tcription  you  arc 
most  cxjyosed.

The  adv  ice  of 
your  best  friends  is  to  be  coveted, 
but  the  scriptures  are  the  rule  from 
which  you  are  to  collect  your  senti¬ 
ments:  Goci^s  law  is  unerring,  and 
if  this  be  duly  consulted,  in  its  true 
sjiirit  and  import,  you  will  be  a- 
vrardccl  w  ith  all  those  assistances  ad¬ 
equate  to  every  purpose.  Make 
the  sentiments  of  Jesus  Christ  your 
own.  Write  them  on  the  table  cf 
your  heart,  and  allow  them  to  go¬ 
vern  your  actions,  and  you  will  have 
nothing  to  dread.  In  going  thus 
far  much  is  implied.  Trusting  to 
your  own  understanding,  or  relying 
on  tl.e  strength  of  your  own  virtue, 
isnot  sufficient. vour  reliance  must  he 
on  God  tokcepyou.  Bynoineanscon- 
‘.cnl  to  an  acrtfin,  how’cver  sc^neled 
from  human eyc,thatTriIitatesagain5t 
♦iic  strictest  virtue,  or  if  made  pub¬ 
lic  would  tarnish  your  rcputalicn. 
And  as  you  would  keep  yourselves 
secure  from  i»'jury,  let  the  good  of 
others  lie  neat  y<>ur  hearts.  It  it 
hiiuling  on  us  to  keep  ourselves 
purcj  by  the  srmc  rule  we  are  ob¬ 
ligated  not  to  injure,  but  so  fara>

State  of  the  Protestante  in  Germany. 

We  are  informed  that  a  letter 
has  been  received  by  a  gciulcnian 
in  Baitiijnore,  from  a  respectable 
correspondent  in  Wirtemberg,  Ger- 
Tnr.ny,  giving  an  account  of  the  most 
important  occurrences  in  the  reli¬ 
gious  world. 

Cardinan  Fesch,”  he  says, 
Bonaparte’s  uncle,  is  appointed 
chiefof  the  church,  over  all  the 
gregations  of  the  Rhenish  confede¬ 
ration,  and  has  actually  been  ac- 
hnowdedged  as  such  by  all  the  Pro¬ 
testant  princes,  although  he  i«  a 
Roman  Catholic.  Pic  had  scarce¬ 
ly  taken  his  seat  at  Augsburg,  be¬ 
fore  every  thing  began  to  incline  to- 
tvards  Catholicism,  with  the  poor  be¬ 
trayed  flock  of  Protestants.  Our

for  the  Pope  ;  it  must,  ray  they,  be 
re-established,  and  the  Pope  be 
viewed  as  the  firstling  of  the  king, 
dom  of  God.  Ah  universal  union  of 
religion,  under  the  direction  oi  iht 
popedom,  was  every  where  spoken 
of,  and  no  pci  son  had,  for  fear  of  Bo¬ 
naparte,  as  yet,  made  any  opposition. 
A  new  sect  had  also  appeared,  sig¬ 
nalizing  themselves  by  a  particular 
dress  and  by  a  sign  which  every  on« 
wears  on  his  bat,  who  have  actually 
deified  Bonaparte.

[Some  of. our  readers  may  re¬ 
member,  that  about  the  beginning 
of  the  present  year,  wc  exti acted 
from  a  Pbiladciphia  j)aper,  a  curi¬ 
ous  account  of  certain  writings 
found  in  a  globe  of  marble,  dug  up 
at  Aleppo,  from  w  hich  it  w  as  infer¬ 
red,  that  the  Atiocalyji^c^  or  Revelc- 
tion  was  written  by  Ccrinthus^  and 
not  by  Saint  John.  This  accouit 
was  given  in  a  Philadelphia  paper, 
as  a  translation  of  an  article  from 
the  MaraciUei  Gazette^  on  the  20tli 
October,  1806.  A  writer  under 
the  signature  of  Cephas^  commenc¬ 
ed  on  this  narrative  in  the  Palladi¬ 
um  ;  and  expressed  his  fears,  that 
this  story  was  transcribed  from  a 
Frcncli  j>apcr  into  ours  by  some 
disciple  of  Toth  Puin^  to  discredit 
the  validity  of  the  New  Testament.

man  Catholic  countties,  doubted  if 
such  a  publication  crer  appeared 
in  a  French  newspaper  ;  among 
these  was  Dr.  Waterhuose^  who 
being  a  member  of  the  Marseilles 
AuKlcmy  of  Sciences,  &c.  vy  rote  to 
one  of  his  correspondents  in  that 
city,  and  enclosed  the  publications  on 
that  subject  from  our  paper  ;  and  on 
Friday  he  received,  via.  Phila¬ 
delphia,  the  following  letter  in  an¬

Sciences.  This  is  an  old  gentle¬ 
man,  endowed  with  much  learning, 
especially  in  antiquities,  and  whose 
son  is  actually  the  printer  and  edit¬ 
or  of  the  Marseilles  Gazette.  He 
assured  me  thatiie  hud  no  recollec¬ 
tion  of  any  such  article  as  appeared 
in  the  Philadelphia  paper,  and  in  the 
New-England  Palladium,  purport¬ 
ing  to  be  a  translation  from  the  Ga¬ 
zette  of  this  city.  We  examined 
v/ith  strict  attention,  all  the  Gazettes 
from  the  ist  (f  August  until  this  day  ; 
and  it  is  our  opinion,  us  well  as  the

1  have  seen  some  of  them  overcome 
with  iov,  and  burst  into  tears  of 
-lluii>hfulnesson  their  obtatuing  pos- 
sdSbion  of  a  bible,  as  their  own  pro¬ 
perty  and  for  their  free  use.  YoiiHg 
Icmales  in  service  have  walked 
thirty  miles,  Avith  the  mere  hope  of 
obtaining  from  me  a  bible ;  and 
Iwave  returned  with  more  ]ny  and 
gratitude,  than  if  they  had  obtained 
'great  spoils.
